‘The sections were naar 
bered from: one Co thirty-six, commencing With muniber one un the soe i 
east corner of the township, asd running from seude to rerlcin each 
tier to number thirty-six in the wrfiic st corner of the towaship, Phere 
first public surveys were made under the dircetion of the Geograpict 
of the United Suites, 

The act of Congress approved May 18, 1743, provided for the ayypoint- 
ment of a surveror-zeneral, and directed the survey of the kunds werth- 
west of the Ohio River and above the mouth of the Kentucky River, 
“in which the titles of the Indian tribes have been extinguished.” 
Under this law one-ha’f of the towuships sarveyed, were subdivided 
into sections by running throush the same, each y, parallel lines 
at the end of every two miles, and by making a corner on each of said 
lines at the end of every mile,” and it further provided that * (he see- 
tions shall be numbered, respectively. 
in the northeast section, and proceeding west and east aiteruately, 
through the township, with progressive numbers till the Chirty-sixth he 
completed.” “This method of numbering the sections is still in use, aud 
can be seen by reference to Diagram No. 2. on reverse pay 

The act of Congress, approved Foornary 11, 1505, di the suudi- 
vision of the public lands into quarter sections, aud provides that all 
the corners marked in the public surveys shall be established as the 
proper corners of sections or subdivisions of sections which they were 
intended to designate, wud that coruers of half and qus 
murked shall be placed as nearly as possible “equidistant from those 
two corners which stand on the same liue.”? 

The ace of Conzress, approved April 25, 1812, provided ** That there 
shall be established in the Department of the Treasury an oftice to be 
denominated the General Land Office, the chief officer of which shall 
be called the Commissioner of the General Land Olive, whose duty it 
shall be, under the direction of the head of the department, to superin- 
tend, execute, and perform all such acts aud things touching or respect- 
ing the public lands of the United States and other Iwuds patented or 
grauted by the United States, as have heretofore been directed by law 
to be done or performed in the office of the Secretary of State, of the 
Secretary and Register of the Treasury, aud of the Secretary of War, 
or which shall hereafter by law be as-igned to the said office,” 

‘he act of Congress, approved July 4, 185, provided for the reorgani- 
zation of the General Land Office, and that the executive duties of said 
office “shall be subject to the supervisiva and control of the cominis- 
sioner of the General Land Olfice under the direction of the President 
of the United States,” The repealing clause is, ** That such provisions 
of the act of the twenty-fifth of April, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and twelve, entitled ‘An act for the establishment of a Gene- 
ral Land Office in the Department of the Treasury,’ and of all acts 
amendatory thereof as are inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
be and the same are hereby repealed.” 

From the wording of this act, it would appear that the control of the 
General Land Offi -d from the Treasury Department, and 
that the Commissioner reported directly to the President ; but asa mat- 
ter of fact the Seerctary of the Treasury still had supervisory contro 
for the act of Congress, approved Murch a, IS49, by whieh the Depart 
ment of the Interior was established. provided That th 
the Interior shall perform all the dutics in relation to the General Land 
Office, of supervision and appetl, now discharged by the Seerctary of 
the Treasury.” By this act the Gon Cand Office was transferred 
to the Department of the Interior, where it still remains,

TOWNSHIPS AND RANGES. 


Township lines are run east and west paraliel with and six iniles 
from the base line and from each other, and the Spaces beuween these 
lines ave kuown as Lownships north or south, and designated by iiu- 
bers according to their numerical distuuce from the base tine. Range 
lines are run north snd south on a true meridian, six miles trom aul 
parallel, as near as may be, with the prineipaul meridian, and the «paces 
between them are Known as ranges, and swe described as cast or west 
of the princi meridian, and consecutively numbered te 4 

Diagram No, 1, on reverse page, will illustrate the system of mun 
bering townships and ranzes, uorth aud south aud east and west from 
the principal mevidians and base lines; numbering cast or west until 
they reach the next meridian, and north or south until they reach the 
next base line.

RE-ESTABLISUMENT OF LOST CORNERS. 

The original corners, where they can be found, must stand as the 
true corners they were intended to represent, even though not exactly 
wheve strict professional care might have placed them in the first in- 
stance. a 

Mi-sing corners should be re-established in the identical localities 
they oviginally occupied, When the point cannot be determined by 
the existing landmarks in the field, resort must be had to the field notes 
ofthe original survey, Tho law provides that the lengths of the lines, 
as stated in the field notes, shall be considered as the true leneths thereof, 
and the distances between corners set down in the field notes constitute 
proper data from which to determiue the true locality of a iwissing cor- 
ner; hence the rule that all such should be res' 
povlionate to the orizinal mes 


red at distances pro- 
urements between existiny original eor- 
vers. ‘That is, if the measurement between two existing corners dit- 
fers trom that stated in the tiekt motes, the excess or detiviency should 
be distributed proportiouately among the interveniag section lines be- 
tween the said es stinding in their original places. Mis-- 
ing corners on standard township and rauge lines should be restored 
by proportionate measurement between the neavest existing ov 
corners on those fines. Missing section corners in the interior of town- 
ships should be re-established st proportionate distances betw 
nearest existing original corners vorih and southof the wissiny fe 

As has been observed, no existing original corner can be disturbed, 
and it will be plain that any « ss or deficieney ia measurements | 
tween existing corners cannot in any degree affeet the distinees beyond 
said existing corners, but mast be added or subtracted proportionately 
to eaten the intervads embraced between the corners which are still 
standing.

STANDARD TIME. 


What is Known as the * new standard time,’? was adopted by agrec- 
mentof all the principal railroads of the United States at b2 o'clock, 
noon, on Nov, 14, 1883. ‘Phe system divides the Coutinent into five 
longitudinal belts, and establishes a meridian of time foe each belt. 
‘These meridiuns are hitleen degrees of lougitude, corcesponding to one 
hour of time, apart.

All highways 
heretofore Jaid out according to law, or used as such for twenty years 
or more, shall conunue as located aad as of their original width, respect 
ively, until changed according to law; and hereafter no hiyhway s 
be laid out less than thirty feet wide, and the order for the laying 
of the same sbull specify the width thereof.
